WasuInoTon, January 25.—Quite a sensa- 
tion was unearthed to-day by the committee 
appointed to investigate the charges made 
against the chief clerk of the house, Joun 
Bailey. that he is a large stockholder in the 
Washington gas-light company, bas iong been 
employed by the company to watch legisla- 
tion in congresses, and to use his official po- 
sition to affect peading legislation. 

Jobn Harmon, ex-mayor, ex postinaster, 
ana ex-colleetor of customs, and for forty-

THE MURDER OF RUDD. 


CONFESSION OF THE TWO GUILTY 
CULPRITS. 


Their Search for Work and Eacounter With Their 
Victim—The Fatal [Coilision—Dividing the 
Spoils and Secking Escape—Their 
Arrest and Imprisonment—Bic. 


Special to The Constitution. 

CaatranooGca, Tenn., January 25.—William 
Barks and Green Cunningham, negroes, the 
murderers of H. H. Rudd, in Walker county, 
Ga.,who were captured at Tyner’s Station yes 
terday, are still in jail at this place. Officers 
from Georgia came tor them to-day, but owing 
to the irregularity of the papers returned 
without them. The prisoners made a full 
confession to-day in substance about as fol- 
lows: Cunningham, who was undoubtedly 
the prime mover in the tragedy, was the first 
to weaken. Abouts8 o’clock this morning he 
sent for Jailer Adams and informed him that, 
he had a secret to communicate. He ac 


knowledged being a party to the deed, but 
claimed that he was only accessory, ‘‘that 
Barks did the killing’’ while he stood guard 
at the gate. After the murder was commi t 
ted and the victim robbed, the two divided 
the spoils, consisting of 38 dollars. From 
Barks a succinct history of the 
whole affair was learned. He says that up 
to 10 o'clock on Monday last they worked for 
Judge Sherwood, on Mission ridge, near 
Chattanooga. Becoming dissatisfied, they 
determined to migrate, and accordiogly 
started to go down in the ‘‘cotton country,’ 
where there was lots of work and big pay. 
On toward evening they reached Mr. Rudd's 
store, but as they saw no one, they went on a 
little further down the road, where a boy was 
at work chopping wood.

Mr. PRESIDENT: Benjamin Harvey Hill, whose 


life, character and distinguished services are the 


>) bject of our present consideration, was born at 
ftilisboro’, im Jasper county, Georgia, on the 14th 
dg@y of September, 1823. His father, Mr. John Hill, 
“xs a gentleman of limited means, without a lib- 
éral education. But he was a man of spotless 
character, of very strong common sense, and a 
vitat deal of will power; who always exerted an 
extensive influence in his neighborhood and section. 
the mother of the distinguished statesman, 
whose maiden name was Parham, was a lady of 
very fine traits of character, whose precepts aud 
example exerted a most salutary and powerful 
iufluence over her childien. Mr. and Mrs. Hill 
were devoted and consistent members of the Meth- 
odist church. They lived and died in the faith, and 
were eminently useful in their dayand generation. 
When tue subject of this sketch was 
about ten years old, his father moved 
from Hillsboro’ to the neighborhood called 
Long Cane, in Troupe County, Georgie, which 
was bis home, until the day of hisdeath. Mr. Hill 
not only trained his children to habits of morality 
and Christian virtue, but he caused them to labor 
with their bands. and earn their bread by the 
sweat oftheir brow. Being a sobef, industrious 
aud persevering man, he accumulated, prior to his 
death, considerable property, end was able to give 
exch of his nine children something quite respect- 


‘bleto start life with. His son gBenjamin was 


obedient and faithful tohis parents. He labored 
hard to aid his father. While he was quite indus? 
trious, he was noted asa very bright and promising 
youth. 

"When he reached the age of eighteen years he 
was very anxious to improve the education which 
he had been able to obtain in the country by going 
through a course iv the University of Georgia. But 
as the family was large, his father felt that he had 
pot the means to spare and do justice to the other 
children, which were necessary to complete the 


collegiate course of his son. After a family con- 
sultation it was agreed by the mother and bys 


good and faithful aunt that they, out of the small 
means they had accumulated, would furnish one- 
half the amount, the father furnishing the other 
half. Under this arrangement the gifted son was 


enabled to enter the State university. Before he 


left home he promised his mother, if the means 


eould be raised to enable him to complete his col- 


legiate course, that he would take the first honor in 
his class. 
AT COLLEGE, 

In the university the young student was in- 
dustieus, attentive and energetic. His progress 
was rapid, and his mental development very grati- 
fying to his numerous friends in the university and 
elsewhere, who watched his progress and the de- 
velopment of his genius with great pride and grati- 
fication. When the commencement came at the 


end of the senior year the faculty unanimously 


awarded the first honor to young Hill. He also 
took all the honors of the literary society to which 
he belonged. And in a familiar letter to a friend 


he said, within the last few years, that was the 


proudest day of his life, and that nothing ever af- 


forded him More gratification than it did to write 


to bis mother the news that filled his heart with 


so much joy. 


Soen after the close of his collegiate career, Mr. 
Hill was married to Mies Caroline Holt, of Athens, 
Georgia, a young lady belonging to one-of Georgia's 
oldest and most honvered families, of good for une, 
great one: beauty ahd accomplishments. 
The happy and brilliant young couple settled in 
LaGrauge, in Troupe county, where Mr. Hill. who 
had already studiea law and been admitted to the 
bar, commenced the practice of his professiou 
From the very commencement, the tact, research, 
and ability with which he conducted his earliest 
cases, gave bright promise of his future eminence 
He grew rapidly,at the bar, until be was soon em- 
loyed iu ever important case in his county. And 
is professional fime spread into the adjoining 
counties of the state, and he became the centre 
figure at the bar, in the courts of his circuit. 

In eonnection with his legal practice, Mr. Hill 
urchased a valuable plantation, and with the 
slaves that be obtained by his wife, and by inher- 
itance fgom his father, and purchased from time to 
time, out of his income, he conducted the busi- 
ness of planting on an extensive and profitable 
acale. 

AS A WHI. 

Mr. Hill started life an ardent whig, and it could 
not be expected thata young lawyer of his bril- 
liant talents, could bang, Seow out of politics. 
In 1851 he was elected to the house of rep esenta- 
tive of the legislature of Georgia, where he soon 
roese to the iuion of one of the ables’ debaters 
and most faduectial members of that body. After 
the legislature adjourved, he resumed the practice 
of bis profession with great skill and enegy.

In 1859 he was elected by his party to the senate 
of Georgia. He exhibited great power in the de- 
bates of the session and was without a rival 
the leader of his party in the legislature. 

In 1860 he was again a candidate for presiden- 
tial elector and canvassed the state for Bell and 
Everett for president and vic-president. 
speeches were exceedingly able and brilliant. 

The eleetion of Mr. Lincoln to the presidency, as 
the south —— it, upon astrictiy sectional plat- 
form, brought about the overwhelming diseontent 
in that section, which resulted in the secession of 
tne southern states,and ip the unfortunate civil war 
When a convention to consider this question was 
called in Georgia, Mr. Hill was with great unanim- 
ity elected a member of ft, from the county of 
Troup. He was an avowed union man, and in con- 
junction with Alexaader H. Stephens, Herschel V. 
Johnson, Linton Stephens and some other leadi» 
men of Georgia, he opposed secession ably an 
earnestly until the final passage of the resoiution 
that it was the right and duty of Georvia to secede. 
When the ordinance was passed he signed it, tak 
position, as did the other distingnu 
<entlemen whose names I[ have  men- 
tioned, that as a Georgian he owed 
his allegiance first, to the state of his nativity, of 
his manhood, and of his home; that her people were 
his people, and her fate should be his fate. 

THE CONFEDERATE CONVENTION. 
After the state had seceeded Mr. Hill was chosen 
one of the delegates to the confederate convention 
at Montgomery, Alabama. In that convention 
took an able and distinguished part. Soon afterthe 
convention adjourned, when the time came to elect 
confederate senators, he was chosen 
for the long term, and took his seat 
in the confederate senate, which he. occumed 
ill the end of the war. He was made 
chairman of the judiciary committee; and had the 
confidence of President Davis to the fullest exte 
aud was regarded the ablest gel <p of the Da 
policy in the senate. And when the cause was 
wating, and our people were deeply depressed, 
Mr. Hill left the senate and went upon the stump, 
and was making an able effort to arouse the spirits 
of the people of Georgia, and of the confederacy, 
to renewed resistance, when General Lee surren- 
dered. Having been honestly a union man, who 
did all in his power to prevent the secession of his 
state, when he linked his destinies with 
those of her people, no man 
was more earnest and determined ia his efforts to 
make the cause successiu!, 
Soon after the confederacy failed, when many of 
those who had been considered the leaders, were 
arrested, Mr. Hill was among the number. While 
President Davis was consigned to a cell, in Fortress 
Munroe, and Vice-President Stephens to one in 


Fort Warren, and the author of this sketch, witha 
number of distinguished confederates, was incar- 
cerated in the Carrol! prison, in this city, Mr. Hill 
was consigned to quarters in Fort LaFayette, in 
New York harbor. 

PRACTICING HIS PROFESSION, ~~, 
Afterthe release of Mr. Hill from prison ‘he re- 
turned to Georgia and resumed the practice of his 
profession with great energy and splendid success, 
He pursued his profession, takirg little part in pol- 
itics untilafter the passage of the reconstruction 
acts, in March, 1867, when it was again the misfor- 
tune of the author of this sketch to differ with his 
former opponent. 
After our resources were exhausted and our 
armies bad surrendered 1 thought I saw that we 
were in on power and atthe mercy of a conquer- 
ing government, and I advi the people 
of Georgia to acquiesce promptly in the 
terms dictated by congress; to take part in the con- 
vention which was called by the military com- 
man er in charge of the district embracing the 
state of Georgia; to send our best men as members; 
to secure the best constitution possible, and under 
it try to live a peaceable life, and labor to restore 
prosperity at the earliest day within our power. A 
majority of the white peogte of Georgia differed 
wiih me on that point, Mr, Hill amongthem. He 
believed by an able and _ bold opposition 
to the measures prescribed by congress, 
and by resistance to them in every manner 
not forcible, the peopleof the northeru and west 
ern states, would condemn the action of congress, 
restore the democratic party to wer, and we 
would be saved much of the humiliation, we had 
been exposed to by acts of congress, which were re- 
garded by our people as illiberal and unjust. 

AS A LEADER, 

When Mr. Hill expoused the cause on this line, he 
did it with the albine ability, earnestness, ene 
and eathusiasm of his nature, He atiended the 
first democratic convention held n 
Georgia. and was the leading spirit @ 
aud director of it. In the face of the military 
with undaunted spirit he made what was known 
as his ‘‘Davis hall speech,”’ in the city of Auanta, 
which as a masterpiece of denunciation, phillipie 
and invective, bas scareely ever been equalied, 
except in what were known as his “Bush arbor 
s eech’’ and his ‘“‘Notes on the fituation.’’ The 
magic power of his declamation and of his deaun- 
clauon were a aod terrific. Probably 
no one of the masters of elocution who has lived 
on the continent has surpassedit. As the author 


of this sketch had affiliated with the reconstruction 


party, his couse shared liberally in the overwhelm- 
ing and terrific denunciation of the great orator. 
Reference to the replies which were made to these 
vigorous assaults is not appropriate to this occasion. 


The pcriod was astormy one. The debates were 


bitter and even vindictive on both sides. KM wasa 
time of maduess. toclal relations were sundered, 
in many cases, and there was for a time an up- 


heaval of the very foundations of society. During 


this extraordinary period. when the whole politi- 


cal fabric of the state seemed to rock amid the 


throes of dissolution, no one figured so grandly as 
Mr Hill, and no one was so idolized as he. 
But the people of the south were doomed to an 


unconditional surrender. We were compe:led to 
accept the reconstruction measures, - When we 


rejected the fourteenth constitutional amendment, 


the fift enth was proposed, and we were afte 
compelled to accept bovh, before we could be 


readmitted (o representation ia the congress of the 
United State's, 
AFTER RECONSTRUCTION, 


After the reconstruction of the states wes eom- 


pleted, under the plan cictated by congress, and 


the constitutional amendme«ats were adopted and 


incorporated into, and became part of that instru- 


ment, it was discovered by ail, that both the con- 


gress and the courts would unyestionabiy sestain 


Lnose new provisions of the constitution, es part of 
the fundamental] laws of this country, and that the 


government would be administered accordingly. 


In this state of things in the fall of 1870, Mr. Hill 
became fully convinced of the fact that farther re- 
sistance was useless. And while he believed he 
hed saved much to the state by the course he had 
pursued, in rallying and holding the people to 


gether. and organizing the democracy upon a _" 


basis; he did not hesitate to advise the 
Georgia to cease further resistance to what was then

earnest admiration of each other. The letter of

Hill, dia honor alike to bis head and his heart, and 
was highly appreciated by Une numerous friends of 
the deceased sevator 

As to the course of Seuator Hill in this body, and 
the splendid triumphs cf his eloquence and bis 
genins, which have been here exhibited, 1 need 
not gpeak.

The whole country feels the 

Shock Asacitizen he was patriotic, trusted and 

beloved; as a kindand indulgent husband aud 

father few persons can justly be compared to him. 
Mr. Hill’s love for bis mother, and the veneration 
With which he cherished her memory after death, 
was beautiful and touching. It was his habit wheo 
at home to go every day into his parlor, where her 
portrait hung, end two look tenderly in her face, 
and to tow to her on retiring. A day or twe before 
his death, when he was wo feeble to support him- 
self without assistance, he requested his aitendants 

to carry him into the parlor that he might take a 
last look at the lrkeness of the face that was so dear 
to him. Ow approachiug the likeness 
he was visibly affected. He gazed lovingly 
upon the form,and a: his heart heaved with emoti..u 
and his eyes filled witn tears he said: ‘1 shall soon 
be with heragain.’’ Then bowing most reverenty 
and aff-ciionately, he was borne from the parlor, 
never more in this world tolook upon the form so 
tenderly cherishced by him. 

HIS RELIGION. 

But, senators, this sketch would be incomplete 
Without a reference to the religious characier of 
Georgia's great statesman. As have alresdy 
premised, his fatherand mo‘her were earnest, de 
yout and consistent members of the Methodist 
church. At fourteen years of age, Benjamin H. Hill 
became a member of thatchurch. He was faithtul 
and zealous, and lived a very exemplary life. Dur- 
ing the period of his youth and early manhood, he 
was noted for his rehgicus devotion and 
his piety. For years after his happy marriage with 
his lovely wife, he aud his family surrounded the 
altar daily together in prayer and devotion. 
Af a later period of his life, when he became 
more engrossed with the courts, and absorbed in 
politics, and other public duties, he was thrown 
much away from home, and his mind was diverted 
to other objects, which made heavy drafts upon his 
lime and attention. And during this most active 
period of his public career he was less attentive to 
his religious duties, which was afterwards to hima 
source of great regret. But when the disease which 


finally terminated in his untimely death 
had seized upon him, its inroads 
were siow, and his sufferings were very 
grea’ gDurivg this long and trying period his mind 


0 Back tothe family altar, to his church 
relations and to his religious privileges and duties. 
He calmly surveyed the situation and reviewed 
his life; and his faith became still more firmly 
anchored within the veil. He met his sufferings 
witha patience, a Christian fortitude, that, in its 
lessons and teachings, were absolutely sublime. 
While his sufferings were intense and 
his pain often excruciating, he never murmured, 
but said “Let God's will be done, wot 
mine.'’ Nothing pleased him be'!ter than the cou- 
versation of ministers of the guspel on religious 
subjects. He mene of the atonement made by our 
Savior, of its efficacy and of the hope that he en- 
tertained He delighted todwell on ihese sub- 
jects. While he suff. red from day to day and from 
night to night, nothing disturbed his equanimity, 

_ nething for a mument brought a murmur to bis 
lips. Brilliantand splendid as nad been many of 
the triumphs of his MLlife, his Christian 
resignation and fortitude, and his triumph 
in death weremuch more brilliant, much more 
ublime. 

His DEATH. 


When bis powers of speech had failed, and his 
once eloquent tongue, had ceased to articulate, and 
he was gently ard peacefully sinking into the em- 
brace of death, that good man, Rev. C. A. Evans, 

stor of his church, visited him, and approaching 

im with ereat gentleness and kindness, spoke 
words of consolation The dying s¢nator with a 
heart fulof love, and his countenance beaming 
with Heaveniy visions, after struggling with the 
impediment that bound his tongue in silence, ut- 
tered audibly his last sentence, “‘Almos: home.”’ 

Thus quietly and peacefully passed away 
whose memory we all affectionately cherish.

Mr. President, in the demise of -enator Hill the 
whole uniou bas sustained asevere loss, but the 
affliction of the peop.e of Georgia is greater than 
any other can be. They knew him. They loved 
him. They honoredand trusted him. They al- 
mostidolized him. And when it was avnounced 
that Benjamin H. Hill, was no more, they bowed 
their headsin sorrow,and will long mourn their 
frreparable loss 

But, Mr. President, Senator Hill possessed intel 
lectual qualities of the highest o der. His genius 
was acknowledged by ail. In debac he was sur 

singly grand,and convincing. Asa logician he 

ad fewequals. Asavimpassioced orator he had 
nosuperior. As alawyer he occupied the first rank. 
Asan advocate at the bar, he was absolutely over- 
whelming. Asan American senator he was the 
eerof any one. 

When 1 reflect upon the great oratorical powers of 
Senawr Hili, the splendvrof his genius,the sim- 
slicity of his heart, and the patriotic impulses of 
h nature, as had learned 
in later life to kmow them; I conclude, 
that the day is not distant when sume great Amer 
ican poet, burning with patriotic zeal,as wel as 
poetic fire, will weave into verse a tribute to his 
memory, as glowing and as just asthe immortal 
Eoglish bard paid the great Irish orator, when 
Byrou sang: 

**Kver giorious Gratian! the best of the good! 

So simple in heart, sosublime in the rest; 

Withal!l which Demusthenes wanted, endured, 

Aud his rival or victor in ali he possessed.’’ 


OTHER TRIBUTES PAID. 


Mr. Ingalls delivered a brief and eloquent ad- 
dress, in which he spoke of the dead sepvator as ‘‘a 
born polemic’’ and raid that of all the dead whose 
absequies the senate had paused to solemnize, 
he recalled none whose untimely fate seemed so 
lamentabie and yet sorich in prophecy as that of 
Senator Hill. Few scenes in modern history were 
more tragic than that protracted combat 
with death. 

Mr. Vest«poke of Mr. Hill's opposition to secessian, 
his labors in the confederate congress, after he had 
gone out with bis statein defease of the president 
of the confederacy against Toombs, Yancey, Wig- 
fali,and other aewflants, and of bis attempt w 
nerve the people to continue the struggle until be 
bacame satisfied that all was over and that nothing 
remained for him but ‘to share the fortunes of the 
people of Georgia.’ In concluding, Mr. Vest apos- 
rophized the dead senator, Biy- 
ing: * Patriot, orator. s atesmau, 
farewell! Let Geor@m guard weil thy grave, fer in 
her soil rest not the ashesof one whose life has 
done more to illustrate her manhood, whose gen- 
jus has given such glory to her vame ”’ 

Mr. Morgan said: Alabama, the eldest daughter 

Georgia approached the occasion with a proud 
atstrioken spirit. He spoke of Mr, Hili’s devo- 
tion to the union, and his 
reluctance to admit that secession and 
war were inevitable; of the greatness of the task 
which the confederate congress Lad to rform ; 
of Hill's share iu its labors, and of his subsequent 
efforts in behalf of the people 
of Georgia in the reconstruction 

of. and said that the late senator was a boid, 
oi tee and powerful man, whose convictions are 
always the guide of his action and the measure of 
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his perceptive and in his reflective facult able 
to perceive with clearness the relations of things 
and the remote as well as the near effects of current 
events. A whig and an American, he foresaw some- 
thing of the future, and opposed secession, but 
‘when it was reselyed on and undertaken, he gave 
himself up to what he cousidered his duty to his 
stete. This notion of fidelity to ones state was almo» 
a badional institution, which often appeared in the 
senate, whose members are senators of the United 
States, aud notin a constitutional sense ye A more 
representatives of the particular states e ectiti 

them than ofall other states. Understanding anc 
symyatizing with Senator Hill, though differing 
widely from himin respect to pony ‘of his acts and 
opinions, Mr, Edmunds had felt deeply for bim 
and his family and his people, in the calamit. 
that had come upon them, and 
the sympathy and admiration of all had grown 
more profouud and tender when they bad seen 
aim bearing the greatest of human suffering 
with the calmness, manly fortitude and supreme 
happiness of Christian hope. , 

O.her speeches equally generous in. their expres- 
sions of the. dead seuator were made by MDiessrs. 
She:man, Voorhees aud Jones, of Florida. 

MR BARROW'S SPEECH. 

Mr. Barrow made the closing address, as 
follows: 

It is perhaps true that I stand alone here upon 
the point from which 1 consider the character of 
the illustrious mau ia memory of whom the senate 
meets today. Ail others whosurround me at this 
moment bavé recorded impressions received and 
stamped upon their own mature aud well-setiied 
individualities; they have studied him and meas 
ured bim from the first in the light which a long 
experi-nee of their own in public affairs cast upon 
him and the figure they contemplate is shaded, 
perhaps, by some clouds which have never dark- 
ened the picture u;-on which lam looking. In the 
bouvyant bero-worshipping, enthusiastic beyday of 
my early coliege days, { firt saw him and heard 
him. Under the ancient and historic locusts thal 
stand like sentinels around the court house at Lex- 
iugton, in the old county of Ogiethorpe, 1n Geor- 
gin, iu the last days of the summer of JOS, 
there first burst upon ny youthful 
eyes the exhibition of his wonderful oratory. 
Eugagedin a heated Campaign asa candidate for 
gove nor of Georgia, his opponent being my pres- 
ent colleague ia the senate, conscious that there 
was before him “a foeman worthy of his steel,” 
and that ia the old whig county, thousauds of 
whose best people were congregated to hear the de- 
bate. he hadan army of friend: whom he must 
uphold, encourage and keep together, he put forth 
allhis powers. Ashe towered .nd soared in bis 
grand swelling tributes to the historic renown of 
the old whig party and, roused to bis highes piteh, 
appealed to the immense audience before him in 
the name of its past, its heroes and its Mission, 
that i was, that [ was a wit- 


felt, young democrat , 

ess Lo au almostapostolic revelation of eloquetice: 
and then, when he turned uoon his oppouenuts and 
besan to hurl his terrible invective, scathing, plul- 


les, unsparing. his very word glittering like steel, 
every accent resonantand ringing with the very 


inspiration of passionate indignation, his 
blazing figure was in my_ eyes . the 
impersonation of -every element of vengeance 
and destruction, the very apollyon of politics, It is 


doubtful if any speech of his life contained as much 
of that power which operates particularly upon the 
passions of men as this unwritten, unpreserved 
phenomena! effort, 

Almost undimmed by time, with the same bright 
hues and radiant lights that greeted and delighted 
my boyish senses tuis vision of eloquence remains. 
Long after as¥ociation, aS much intimacy as 
desparity in age would atlow,frequent opportunity 
to hear him again in the courts, before the people 
and elsewhere, have all passed over those first im- 
pressious leaving them almost unchanved, 

NOT A TYPICAL GEORGIAN, 


Although born upon the soil of Georgia, reared 
in the mid-tof her home influences, surrounded 
all the time during which his character was being 
formed by all the agencies and forees peculiar to 
her peopie, taughtin her schools, graduated from 
her university, Mr. Hill was still in some respects 


not a typical Geoigian, There was something 
in his nature, an impulse, au in- 
subordination that made him sometimes 


when he thought he scented injustice or oppres- 
sion break over all bounds of Seeming prudence 
and caution and rusninuto the first areua that pie- 
serted itself tocast down his glove. His nature 
was not discreet. At such times the circumspect 
and deliberate moderation and wisdom that are 
characteristie of the Georgiaus fretted and chafed 
him. He would then rebel against the siow, fetter- 
ing caution of bis peopleand would lash Out in 
his fiery way against whatto him seemed- apathy 
and pusillanimity. It is not strange then that they 
sometimes misjudged him when in the midst of 
some rebellious outbreak against what, to his im- 
petuous nature, seemed the snail like march ot his 
people to the threatened point, he rushed on in 
advance. Men of this stamp in allages have been 
leaders, and the masses of mankind have every- 
where been saved when saved at all bv those whom 
they did notcomprehend and whom they at some- 
time would greet with the ever recurring verdict of 
the rabble *‘let him be crucified.’’ This repressive 
power of the million upon their few great men 
who ‘rari nantes in gurezite vasto,”’ outlive the 
wave, and see dangers that gather in the future 
which are invisible to the submerged eyes of the 
rest of us, has sometimes cost them their liberties. 
Its influence, deadening, paralyzing and disheart- 
ening, ismore powerful than ever in this age. It 
was exerted upon bim of whom I speak move than 
once. but he defiedit.< Alone, seeking no ally, 
looking with disdainupon the clamorous multi- 
tnde; taking no counsel, trusiing to his impulse 
aud obeying it, he would burst out upon his me- 
teoric eourse athwart the political heavens. Blazing 
and flashing with the brilliantand almost blind- 
ing scintillatious of his vivid intelligence, terrify- 
ing his friendsas to the cousequences, overwhelm- 
ing his thunder stricken enemies, coming into col- 
lision witn the life loug porrg Cheer and cherished 
opinions of his own people, he would go sweeping 
on in his grand career. And yet the Georgians always 
forgave him in the end, and admired him and hon- 
ored him. 
BEFORE A JURY. 

Whatever power aud attractiveness Mr. Hill may 
have posessed as a political orator and debater, it 
was before a jury that his p culiar talents, in one 
direction at least, found their fullest sway. if in 
the trial of a case in which his feelings became en- 
listed a corrupt and lying witness crossed his path, 
or the opposite party persisted in the attempt to 
palm off fraud and injustice upon the court to the 
injury of his client, then it was that the terribl6é 
lashes of his fiercest iuvectives were laid upon their 
backs. No ‘“‘dint of pity.’’ no limit to wrath, no 
check or curb ever came pear him then, and men 
are living now who shiver at the mention of his 
name as the Moslem did at Richard’s, in mindful- 
ness of some such merciless castivation. His greatest 
power was of this soit. There was but little pathos 
in him. His verdicts, and he won many, were 


those of the ‘‘cloud-compelling Jove’’ rather than 
the ‘sweetiv fluences of Pleiades.’’ 
Mauy grea: orators have had epochs in their 


lives when theirstyle as such suffered a transfor- 
mation. This was notably true of Choate, of Lin 
coln and of Gambetta. It became less impas- 
sioned and more philosophical; put but with Mr. 
Hill there was a marked and powerful exercise in 
bis latest effuris of precisely the same great char- 
acteristics that distinguisned his earliest, and even 
the traditions of his college days, that still loy- 
ingly cling around the old ivied walls of his alma 
materat Athens, dim and shadowy though they 
be, handed down from class to class, still outline 
the samme striking individuality that afterwards riy- 
éted the utteution of a continent. 

But with all his triumphs ‘‘Nothing -in his life 
became him like his leaving it. He died as one 
that was studied in bis death to throw away the 
dearest thing he owned as 'twere a careless trifle.’ 

stricken, tataily stricken in that very member 
which was his strength, his glory and his pride, 
turning bis steps away irom the sena‘e after those 
sad and fruitless efforts to grasp a new life had all 
proved unavailing, calm, composed, resolute, re- 
signed he sought bis own home Happening in 
Atianta,on the 18th July, just one month before his 
death, 1 called tosee him. I found him, him who 
was in some respects the greatest talker! had ever 
known, utterly powerless of speech. On his knee 
he heldja payer upon which he wrote rapidly witha 
pencil these words: *'Wish I could talk. My present 
doctors have given me to und rstand that I cannot 
recovera d my time is uncertain—from a few 
months to several years Have told me to employ 
any Other doctors and remedies I see proper.’’ He 
gave it to me to read and! brought it away with 
me. itishere and those who kuow his haudwrit 
ing Will recognize the familiar characters His 
eyes as he gave it io me had a look of inexpressi- 
ble sadness, but not of regret or repining. 

AT HOME. 

He had sought the refuge of home to die. 
Be knew full well, as he so vathetically wrote 
that bis “time was uncertain,’’ but he was 
in the place he had chosen to take his last look of 
earth. Surrounded by friends, in his »wn home, 
under his own native skies, amid the scene of bis 
childhood, his youth and his manhood, with the 
silver sheen of the maples to greet his weary eyes in 
the sunlight and the roift lingual accents of his na- 
tive south from all the myriad voices of the street, 
with the subtle sweetness of the hon+ysuck'e, the 
jassamire «nd the roses stealing in the long summer 
afternoons through bis open windows; there, where 
the nights always bring silence and rest, and every 
morning its peceniee, he sat, patientiy waiting his 
summous. When it came he received it 


“Like one who wraps the drapery {of his couch 
about him 

And lies down to pleasant dreams.’’

The Removal of the Pestmaster at Thomeston—A

Mr. Williams, our former postmas 
ter, and who was as good one 
as could be desired, was much liked by all, 
both black and white; and no cause is assigned 
why he was removed more than that he was a 
tried and true democrat, and always stood by 
his colors. 

‘‘Were you ever called on for any money 
by the authorities while you were in charge 
of the office,”’ L asked Mr. Williams, to-day. 

“Only one time last year, I received a letter 
requesting me to send five dollars for cam- 
paign purposes.

‘“‘When did you have the tirst intimation of 
your removal?’

THE LaTE SENATOR HILL. 

Yesterday was the day set apart by congress 
for paying a tribute to the memory of the late 
Senator Hill. The formality of such an oc- 
casion simply adds to its impressiveness, and, 
in the case of the lamented Georgian, itserves 
to renew the public sense of the great loss 
which the country hassustained. In another 
place we print an interesting report of the 
proceedings, including the full text of the 
remarks of Senators Brown and Barrow. 

It frequently happens that eulogies delivy- 
ered in the senate and house are of the most 
perfunctory character, but in this instance 
the fervor of the eulogist could not lead him 
astray. No adequate description of the char- 
acter and intellect of Senator Hill could be 
less than fervid, and to do full justice to 


his gifts of oratory—to his power 
of statement and analysis—and 
to his influence would seem like exag- 


geration to those who knew of him as a sena- 
toronly. In no direction did his mind touch 
the commonplace. He dealt with every 
question in law and politics with the strength 
and simplicity of genius. 

He was one of the few statesmen of our 
time, because his mind was unembarrassed 
by prejudice or sectionalism. He was in 
every senseofthe word an American. He 
loved the union withall his heart, and his 
attitude in thisrespect is worth more to the 
young men of the south thanall the efforts of 
the thousand and one small politicians who 
hover on the edge of tumult and controversy. 
He loved the south, the north, the east and 
the west. 

When the keen edge of partisanship has 
been ground ‘off against the patriotism and 
common sense of the people, all sections of 
the country will come to appreciate the char- 
acter of the late Georgia senator. 


THE FRENCH SCARE. 

Whether a new ministry is formed or not, 
or whetlier the chamber is dissolved by the 
present premier and an appeal made to the 
country or not, the flurry which has followed 
the death of Gambetta will pass away and 
the republic willlive. The death of Thiers

public schools and religious, if not civil, lib- 
erty, than they do of the men who happen 
to be at the head of affairs. The truth is 
France bas profited by the severe education 
of a century of changes and turmoil, and her 
faith in a republic has become deep and 
abiding. The heart of France is tired alike 
of mobs and aristocrats. The commune is as 
unpopular in France as imperialism or bour- 
bonism. The bourgeois and the peasantry 


rule the country, and it is becoming 
one thatloves aboveall else peace, quiet 
and order. It wants no successor of Sedan, 


and it takes no stock in the divine-right non- 
sense of the Count de Chambord or of any of 
his Orleans cousins. The republic is in its 
eleventh year, and every year has been one of 
growth and confidence. The people -are 
politically educated—we mean the middle 
classes and the peasantry; in other words, the 
great majority and backbone of the country. 
The mods of Paris and of the southern cities 
and the nobility are in a hopeless minority, 
the mass of the French 
people take an interest in politics and have 
an enlightened apprebension of al! public 
questions, this double-headed minority is 
powerless to do more than to create a flurry. 
To quiet the agitation which afflicts the 
country the government may resort to ex- 
treme measures against the pretenders; but 

tno one despair of the republie while the 
mass of the people remain devoted 
to it. No evidence has come to 
hand that there is any basis for the existing 
soare beyond the movements and intrigues 
of the few followers of the pretenders who 
are themselves deadly enemies to each other, 
and the lack of confiderce which the exist- 
ing administration, notoriously weak, and 
aportion of the chamber, bave manifested 
in the people themselves. Whee the people 
get a chance to be heard the flurry will pass 
away as quickly as it appeared, and the re- 
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French 
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public will eontinue its 
up and promoting the prosperity of the mass 
of the people. Letus not, in a word, make 
the mistake of considering the French people 
of to-day as an aggregation ofsidiots.

We ought to have the cheapest coal in the world, 
considering the amount of it we have, the com- 
peting lines of transportation to bring it away 


androad. Aslong as coal is high it is vain to talk 
about underselling England in the manufactures. 
I regard the high tariff and the coal pool as the 
two greatest foes of the busines security of the 
United States. Weare living under an extremely 
false system when nothing is left to competition, 
and everything adjusted to artificial scales—the 


tariff on the one side, the coal pool on the 
other. With cheap coal these thousandsof mills 
could be run atavery great reduction of cost, 


and that would come out of the 
price of the product and give us some 
chance to undersell somebody; whereas, 


in fact, we undersell nobody. The effect of the high 
tariff in the United States is to cause manufactories 
to start up everywhere, and at one moment the 
merket is all gorged with goods,.and at the next 
season the prices of those manufactures which 
amount to necessaries are so great that labor has te 
ask more wages. Coal and labor are intimately 
connected. The modern laborer has a great many 
little luxuries to purchase which &re the product 
of the manufactures. If these things were cheap he 
could afford to take less wages. ‘ihe reason he is 
constantly pressing for more wages is because he 
cannot meet the demandsof a modern household 
uuder the artificial standard of prices.’

with Major Hanson published in your issue of 14th 
y instant. I have not the pleasure of knowing Major 
Hanson personally, 1 however know of him, and 
admire the frank manner in which he expresses his 
views. 

If we brad more such information upon the sub- 
ject of the manufacture of cotton at the south. which 
would reach the people through the public prees, 
so that those who contemplate investing In cotton 
mills could have the benefit of the experience of 
successful and practical manufacturers, atthe basis 
of their plans and operations; something that would 
setthem to thinkingaright before they perfect 
their plans and commence to put them into 
execution, we should have more certain success 
with new millsand pew men. The information to 
which the people generally have access, and upon 
which they base their opinions, are the annual re- 
ports of corporations, always expressed jn the most 
pleasing style, that they may be gratifying to the 
stockholders and flattering to the management of 
the mill, and often to bul! the stock on the market. 
What the people need who are asked to put their 
money into new manufacturing enterprises. are 

olid facts, bas-d upon reasonable probabilities, so 
hat they may not be misied by faneiful descrip 
tions and unwarranted prospects of large profits, 
and then be disappointed in the results. 

In many things Il agree with Major Hanson. In 
some, however, my experience has been different 
from his. My experience in the mansegement of 
cotton mills has run through a period of more 
than thirty years, and in that time I have witnessed 
and experienced many changes. I have learned 
by experience and hard licks how to avoid danger 
and how to take advantage of some conditions of 
things. People generally have an incorrect 
opinion about the profits of cotton mill*. There 
has been somewhat of a boom in them for several 
years. They think the profits enormously large, 
that the mills are casily built and managed, and 
that anybody with ordinary ability, without ex- 
perience in them, can plan, build and operate them 
successfully. A more erroneous opinion was never 
entertained. No business of which I have any 
knowledge requires more experience, better. train- 
ing, more care and watchfulness, a higher order of 
execative ability, and besides a natural aptitude 
for the business, and close application, than the 
successful management of a large cotton gnill. A 
want of these natural qualifications and the exer- 
cise of the other requisites, inevitably fail of suc- 
cess, and may result in disaster. 

The last year may be said to have been a hard one 
on cotton manufacturers, but not worse than many 
we have passed through before, and which are 
likely to occuragain. Asa business, like every 
other, it has itsupsand downg, its dull and its 
brisk seasons, but hard asthe year has been with 
us, Southern mills have done better than northern 
ones, relatively. Many of the largest and best 
mills at the north lost money largely. Those that 
made anything reasonable for their stockholders 
were rather the exception. Most southern mills 
made something sufficient to pay their stockholders 
reasonable dividends and carry something besides, 
to surplus fundand depreciation account. A state 
of things has developed which many of us expe ted 
to see, and which was ineviiable. Too many yarn 
mills have been built in the last two or three years 


all over the south from Virginia te Mex- 
ico and as a consequence the 
markets for coarse yarns is overstocked. 
The supply exceeds the legitimate demand. They 


were built for the most part by inexperienced men, 
taken from other pursuits, without any expertgice 
or knowledge of the . business, badly built, the 
cheapest machinery put into them, with no scien- 
tific system for doing the work intended, many of 
them without sufficient cap't*] to pay for them 
when they were Completed. They have been oper- 
ated by inefficient men. They made poor yarn, 
which they pledged for the money to operate 
them, which was of course sold to realize, for such 
prices as were offered, aud when the yarn was thus 
slaughtered it made a price for them and others to 
sell by, and it is not strange that they made liitle 
money. My opinion §is that the worst 
with them has not been reached. 
They will be forced to change their production into 
something else that is in more general use, or some 
of them it is feared may end disastrously. There is 
only a limited demand for yarn in thiscountry. It 
is notasitisin England, where some mills make 
the yarn and others buy it and convert it into 
fabrics. In this country nearly all mills of any im- 
portance make their own yarns. Consequently the 
demand is limited toacertain quantity. Whereas 
the demand forcloth of the plaiger and heavier 
qualities (such as is made at the south) is universal 
all over the world. Besides what is taken in the 
United states there is a large and constantly grow- 
ing exportdemand forit, which is a safety valve 
upon the market. But for this, the market for 
sheetings in this country during the past year, like 
that of yams, would have been overstocked. The 
Piedmont mill has sold more than one-half of its 
production for the last two years for export, which 
has kept it sold up close all the the time, and it has 
no accumulation now. 

My opinion is that for the next two or three years 
fewer miles will be built both north and south. and 
if it is true that there isan over-production of goods, 
and too many sjindlesin operation, as many peo- 
ple think, a little rest will permit the country to 
caich up, by increased population and consequent- 
ly a larger consumption, In the meantime the 
northern manufacturers may, in imitation of the 
English, dispense tosome extent with their spin- 
ning machinery and depend upon buving southern 
yarn; or there may open up an export demand for 
it, and if so, the yarn market will be relieved of its 
surp!us., 

I differ most decidedly with Major Hanson on the 
position he takes that all skilled tabor for southern 
mills must be imported from the north. I have 
never had anorthern man as overseer in the Pied- 
montimill. Of the three overseers now in the mil}. 
the carderand spinner are Georgians and the weav- 
er is a South Carolinian, Their subordinates and 
all the operatives are South Carolinians, North Car- 
clipians and Georgians, and we have the best or- 
ganization leversaw. Wehavehad some success. 
perhaps, equal to that of anv mill ever built at the 
south. The quantity and quality of the goods have 
not been surpassed. They took the prewium atthe 
Atlanta exposition in competition with goods from 
the best mlilsnorthandsouth. Our cost of manu- 
facture has been so low that northern manufactur 
ers donot believe our statements are true, and 
think we do not know how to make up the account 
of cost, but we have always fcund that at the end 
of the year we had the profits in money bas d upon 
them, and the last yearis not an exception. We 


paid a handsome and saiisfactory dividend 
upon our capital aad carried M 
clever balance to surplus fund. Ro 


have the other mills in this rt of the eougptry, 
that /am familiar with. 1 do not admit that the 
northern people are any better material out of 
which to make cotton manufacturers and opera- 
tives than ourown, and especially in the ‘Pied- 
mont belt,’ and I think that where they have had 
an epennaiy to demonstrate it they have proved 
it. he material for cotton mill operatives fn the 
‘Piedmont belt,”’ of the south is the best in the 
United States, and capable of being educated to as 
high an order of skill as any other. I have been in 
most of the best mills at the north and some of 
them frequent.y,and have observed their opera- 
tions closely, and I challenge that there is as bich 
ekill and an equal degree of expertness in the 
operatives in the “Piedmont mill.” as 
far as the kind of goods made requires skill 
and expertness, asisto be found in any mill in 
New England. The production and quailty offthe 
goods demonstrate it, I mention Piedmont for no 
other purpose than to demonstrate the position I 
take. Native New England people do not work in 
their cotien mills as operatives toany considerable 
extent. They are Canadian. French, Irish. with a 
few English and German. What we need is that 
labor shall be made respectable and whenever that 
is so and the skill and worth of southern young men 
are recognized.a very long stride will have been 
made in the direction of manufacturing. It is 
common to hear operatives in a cotton mil} spoken 
of enety as ‘factory folks’ and that often b 
people very far inferior to them in intelligence an 
inde; endence, Owners and managers of mills a 
always omthe lookout for valuable and skillful 
manufacturers, and are willing to pay high salaries 
forthem. | A dozen fi st class man afaétarers of good 
character and habits could find employments at 
the south today at ri ug from 
two to five thousand dollars. Thisclass of men a)l 
come froin ‘factory bovs,"’ many of whom are secur 
lor managing cotton mills,

Mejor Hanson 
has ssid much that is true in reference to telling 
agents. All mill men have passed through the ex- 
perience he describes. It requires constant atten- 
tion and acquaintance with the markets to be pre- 
pared to sell goods to advantage,and they are india 
pensable to success However well and cheaply 
the goods may be made in the mill, the whols lee 
gitimate rofits can be easily § frittered 
away in the office of the treasyrer, if he is not 
a good merchant, financierand generaliv a good 
business man. I[t is clear that'what the south needs 
more than any thing else is diversified labor, and 
to realize that to labor is respectable and to he idle 
is not respectable. With ali the unemployed water 
power and other natural facilities one of the main 
industries should be to convert into gordsa part of 
the cotton produced by tye soil. Whilst agriculture 
is of the first importance in al] countries, no people 
ever became rich by one pursnitonly. Itshould be

Lister Brothers, of Newark, Divide 616,000 Among 
Their Five Hundred Hands.

fhe five hundred employes of Lister Broth- 
ers. manufacturers of fertilizers, in Newark, 
were called together on last Thursday in one 
of the factory buildings to receive gifts of 
money from the firm. Each man and woman 
received an envelope containing gold or bills. 
The total amount distributed was about $16,- 
00). There was nospeech making or cere- 
mony of any kind, the money being given 
as though the hands were getting their weekly 
wares. 

Alfred and Edwin Lister, who compose the 
firm, are Scotchmen, and about 65 and 58 
years old, respectively. They removed their 
business to Newark trom Tarrytown 20 years 
ago, and to-day they have buildings covering 
many acres on the Passaic river in the eastern 
partof the city: Edwin Lister, who repre- 
sents his ward in the common council for the 
secoad time, said last evening when ques- 
tioned about the firm’s gifts to its employes: 

‘A vear ago we decided to divide among 
our hands every year a certain per cent of 
our earnings, and we have just made the first 
distribution, the sum distributed being $16,- 
000 or $17,000. We divided the hands into 
classes, according to the skill and value of 
their labor, and then gave to each class a 
fixed per cent of the total sum. Three or 
four men, who are bookkeepers and salesmen, 
formed one class, and received each $1,000. 
The next class got about $500 eacb, and the 
third $250. The other sums were, I think, 
$100, $70. and so on down to $14, which was 
the smallestsum for men. To each of our 
forty-five or fifty women was given $7. 


Next year the dividend will be the same, or 
‘arger or smaller, according to our prosperity. 
There has been no reduction of wages in con- 
sideration of thisannual dividend. They re-

Sofaras the heavens are concerned yesterday 
was a perfect day. The sun shone clear and strong, 
and not a cloud drifted acrossthe sky. But, as the 
man said on a muddy day, when some one observ- 
edthatit was fine weather overhead, “Very few 
are going that way.’’

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LATER PARTICULARS OF THE AT- 
TACK ON A CENTRAL PACIFIC. 


Hmployes Captured and Lookcd Up in a Pank House 
~An Attempt to Fores an Bntranes into the 
Express Oar—Ihe Measenger’s Gallant 
Fight With the Misvcreante—S‘o. 
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Sr. Lovis, January 25.—A special dispatch 


to the © Globe-Democrat from~- Ogden, 
says: The following are the par 
ticulars of the attack on a Pacific 


Central train yesterday, by bandits, at Mon- 
tello, Nevada, 140 miles west of this city, 
It arrived here at noon to-day, three hours 
late: 

The point selected by the robbers for their 
operations was one of the loneliest places on 
the line, in a sage-brush desert, in the center 
of a section sixty miles long, where there is 
nonight telegraph station. The San Francisco 
and Ogden express trains pass each other at 
1:35 o’clock a. m., at Tecoma, ten miles east 
of Montello. As the San Francisco express 
reached Montello at 1o’clock a. m. and neared 
the west switch, a red light was displayed in 
front of the engine and the engineer stopped 
the train. Noticing that the switch bad been 
turned out from the main to theside track, he 
jumped off to inquire the cause, when he was 
held up by several armed men and forced back 
to the engine at the point of the pisto], The 
gang then collected Conductor James Casson 
and allthe othertrain bands, took them to 
the water tank at the station and 

LOCKED THEM IN UNDER GUARD, 7 
after taking all valuables from their persons. 
Mounting the engine, they compelled the en+ 
gineer to side-track the train, when, leaving a 
guard over him, the balance of the gang went 
to the express car, Ross, the messenger of 
Wells, Fargo & Company’s express, was 
asleep in his bunk. In answer to a rap on the 
doors he jumped up and opened the door, 
thinkiug the tfain was at Tecoma station. The 
leader of the gang, presenting a pistol, said 
‘‘Hop out, we are going through you.’ Ross 
jumped back quickiy and shut the door, when 
they went to the opposite side and ordered him 
to open, as they were going to rob the train. 
He answered: ‘‘Just give me time to get my 
bootson.’’ He rushed for his arms and low- 
ered the lights when they began firing into 
the car, and threatened to burn it and maur- 
derhim. The captain of the gang stationed 
men at the four corners ot.the car and one 
side, all firine to the center at a given signal. 
In this way Ross was struck three times, but 
being uncrippled in the right hand kept them 
at bay. The west-bound express waited half 
an hour at Tecoma, but the San Francisco 
train not arriving, they started west. The 
robbers signaied them as they approached 
and, under threats to 

KILL ALL HANDS, 
forced the conductor to pull out as the train 
slowed up. The train was run as fast as pos- 
sible to the first telegraph station, thirty 
miles distant, and gave the alarm. As soon 
as the train had gone by, the gang resumed 
operations by compelling the engineer to pull 
out all cars ahead of the express and leave it 
free. They secured coal picks from®* the en- 
gine, crawled along the sides of the car and 
knocked in the doors of the express, dodging 
under the cars, meanwhile keeping up a 
lively fusilade, the fire being returned by 
Ross, who was armed with a pistol and shot- 
gun. Unable to dislodge him, the gang 
iorced the engineer to run ahead and then 
back on the express car with all the force 
possible, so as to wreck the car. The shock 
opened the doors in the rear of the messen- 
ger, lying on the bettom of the car, who 
prom»mtly shut them. This was repeated 
three times without accomplishing their de- 
signs, They then determined to 
_ SET FIRE TO THE CAR 
and shoot him as be ran from it, There being 
no trees or bushes in the yicinity they visited 
both the engine and station-bouse to procure 
some wood without success. The latter was 
in a snfall building, the only persons there 
being some Chinese laborers. After several 
other attempts to enter the express car 
through the broken panels of the doors, the 
gang mounted their horses and leit, expect- 
ing a train torescue the imprisoned men. 
The fight Jasted some three hours. The 
wounds of Ross, the messengei, are not seri- 
ous, his escape from death being miraculous, 
as the entire car is riddled with bullets, the 
robbers firing from each side and end of the 
car and both top and bottom. His run was 
from Reno, Ney., to Ogden, Utah, 600 miles. 
He has been in the employ of Wells, Fargo 
& Co. for sixteen years, and has never lost a 
dollar, although this is the third time he has 
been held up. Eleven years ago he was held 
up by road agents while holding his shotgun 
on the Montana stage line and got away with 
them. The plan of the robbers was to 
CLEAN OUT THE EXPRESS CAR, 
then take the maiicar. While a portion of 
them were going through the passenger 
coaches.and the sleeping cars, some of the 
passengers got out of the cars, but were 
promptly ordered on board, There were 
twelve persons in the sleeping cars and some 
twenty in the coaches, the train being very 
light. Sheriff Taber, of Elk county, Nevada, 
and nineteen men, under charge of Captain 
Deal, chief detective of the Central Pacific 
railway, left Humboldt Wells, thirty-five 
miles west of Montello, yesterday afternoon, 
in aspecial train, with acar load of horses 
aud furage, to engage in the pursuit. Another 
crew sent out by the railroad left Terrace, 
thirty miles east of Montello, and, a sheriff 
and party from here bave also gone in pur- 
suit. Wells, Fargo & Co. will offer a large 
amount for their capture, besides their usual 
reward of $300 per man and all expedses, The 
state authorities of Nevada offer $259 per man 
additional. In the mail car were 
THREE CLERKS 
of the railway mail service, When inter- 
viewed they informed your correspondent 
that they had no arms of any sort: If armed 
they could have easily killed the robbers 
while they were under and on top and at the 
sides of the express car. They crawled from 
under the express, and coming toward the 
mail car were overheard tosay, ‘I saw two of 
‘em in the car.” 

“It don’t make any difference,” said the 
captain of the gang, “if it’s one or two, he’s 
a plucky one.’’ The robbers are supposed to 
belong to the Deep Creek bandits, a thorough- 
ly organized gang, who have built a lot of 
fortified cabins in the mountains of Tooele 
county, U. T., about forty miles south of the 
Central Pacific. They have lately robbed the 
stage coaches near Kelton, U. T., cleaned out 
the settlement of Deep Creek, U. T., cap- 
tured and disarmed the railway surveyors 
near the Utah line, and committed various 
other depredations, killing five men during 
the last few weeks. The expresscar had a 
light shipment, having but $600 in money.

A Statement on the Subject from Hon. W. H. Barnes, 
‘Who Couducted the Presecution. 

In yesterday’s CONSTITUTION there was a dispatch 
from Mayor F. M. Dunbar, stating that Commis- 
sioner Pinkard held himself and associates inno 
cent of the charge of resisting an officer. 

We hada calion yesterday from Colonel W. H. 
Baraes,who prosecuted these cases, and he gave the 
following statement: 

“There are two sections of our code under which 
these men were indicted.t% One is for resisting 
an [officer in the¥ discharge of nis duty aud 
the other is interfering with an officerinthe dis 
cha:ge of his duty. Commissioner Pinkard de- 
cided that while there wassome deubt about the 
guilt of the parties under section 25 there was none 
uuder the 26th section. They had violated section 
26 at any rate, and omitting any opinion as to sec- 
tion 25, he put the highest penalty onthem. They 
will appeal the case to the circuit court?”

“Itwas very plain it appears that Mr. Blount 
Ferrell discharged Bis gun in the street. Mr. Jeter, 
the commis-iouers, marshal, went to arrest him. 
He wasia» unbar’ssaloon and Dunbar said you 
shan’tarrest him. Jeter insisted and Dunbar then 
demand d that he sho.ld show his warrant While 
it is not necessary for a policeman to have a 
warrant, still Jeter went back, procured a 
Warrant, summoned a posse of five men ana 
returned. Dunbar was standing in his door. Jeter 
said: ‘I have cometo get Ferreil’ Dunbar replied: 
‘Weil, you will have to find him’ Jeter then asked 
toss, Who was standing bv. if Ferrell wasiua the 
siloon. Rossrepliid: ‘I don’t want to tell you. 
because if you go in there there is going to be 
trouble.’ Jeterand the posse then moved back afew 
steps, and Dunbar commenced jeering at them, 
saying, ‘thatis a damned pice commission, ain't it?
